LONDON, Dec. 23, 3a. m.—Smiles were

House yesterday, as the directors’ report 
was far from encouraging. The fact that 
the dividend ‘was passed was only one of sev- 
eral sad items. The’ total output for 1890- 
was given as 672,050 barrels, 28,250 in excess 
of 1898, but 25,858 less than in 1895, the year 
in which the [nglish syndicate made the 
purchase. The net profits of the year were 


$77,342, as against $199,872 in 1898. This 


decrease, the report states, is due to the 
highér price of materials ‘and the imposition 
of the war tax by the United States govern- 
ment. The memorial for the repeal of the 
tax has not been considered by Congress, 


and there are no indications of its removal. 


Bad Debts Written Off. 

The bad debts written off during the year 
amount to $186,450, the income tax increased 
over $36,000, and the outlay on capital ac- 
count was $234,190, “‘ the large proportion of 
which is attributable to the purchase of 
saloon fixtures as a result of competition.” 

The report further states that Dr. Eliler- 
man visited the breweries in September and 
found the plants in good condition, but “ that 
the competition for trade) is severe and like- 
ly to be more severe before the conditions 
of trade improve, owing to a new brewery 
causing additional competition.”

The portico has been closed 
and a grand stand built within, facing the 
Pope’s throne. When thé Pope knocks the 
great bell of St. Peter's will ring. After the 
penitentiaries sprinkle the threshold with 
holy water the Pope, kneeling on the thresh- 
old, will intone the Jubilate Deo and also a 
Te Deum, He will be bareheaded, bearing 
the cross in his right hand and a candle in 
the left.

After his experience with the first and sec- 
ond parts of the work M. Marcks hesitated 
long before submitting part III., and didiso 
only after a thorough revision of that whole 
section.

ROME, Dec. 22.—A terrible disaster-took 
place this afternoon at Amalfi, the popular 
tourist resort on the Gulf of Salerno, About 
2 o'clock an enormous rock, upon which 
stood the Cappuccini Hotel, slid bodily into 
the sea with a deafening rear and without a 
moment’s warning, carrying with it the ho- 
tel, the old Capuchin monastery below, the 
Hotel Santa Calerina, and several villas. 

Many people were buried in ‘the débrig, 
which crushed four vessels to the bottom 6f 
the sea, destroying their crews. The mass 
of earth which slipped was about — cubic 
yards. 


The population is in a state of terror, fear- — 
ing fresh calamities. Troops have arrived - 


upon the scene and begun rescue work. 


It is believed the loss of life is heavy, tuo 


cluding a number of monks and the o¢cu- 
pants of the hotel. As yet it is impossible to 
ascertain the exact number. ‘

To hear him describe the plot of a 
Play, his small Irish eyes sparkling, and the 
words all well chosen, pouring out like a torr 
rent and a cataract, was to see it acted before 
your eyes in every. detail, and his general in- 
formation on every conceivable subje¢t was quite 
remarkable. 

He died poor; and all the managers with whom 
he was intimately connected, from n Webster 
to Lester Wallack, also died poor. In business 
he never knew the value of a contract, and 
prided himself on never keeping his word unless 
he liked. In friendship he was hot and cold by 
turns, but always brilliant, always enjoyable— 
always dangerous. 

When he christened his theater the Winter Gar- 
den he began to name his company after the 
flowers. Then somebody suggested that he had 
¢hosen no flower for himself. He laughed and 
“ Well, what flower am I then?’’ Every- 


body expected that he would choos¢ the sham- 
tock; but, quick as a flash, Mrs. Wood said, 
‘You; dear Dion,. are the deadly nightshade.”’ 
t was said in fun, and it was taken as a jest, 
t there was so much truth under the humor 
that a sudden chill fell upon the cémpany and 
ing Boucicault gave a little superstitious shud- 


er. 

He proclaimed his marriage from the stage tn 
Boston and settled down in America as a family 
man.

Mr. Scott has much to say in detail about 


Irving’s achievements, and likewise about 


the acting of Ellen Terry, both of whom he 
places in the forefront of {living English 


actors and actresses. He also has many in- 


teresting things to tell of Bernhardt, whose 
Hamlet he thinks is praiseworthy. His 
theory of “ free trade in the drama and free 
speaking in criticism ’’ is discussed and in- 
sisted on at much length. But his work as 
a whole can scarcely claim to be anything 
more than an interesting jumble of materi- 
als out of which a dramatic history of the 


last half century might be written. 


“The Unchanging East.’ By Robert

Apparently Mr. Barr has called his book 


“The Unchanging East ’’ because he finds 
the East so sadly changed, Having fre- 
quented the Chicago version of the “* Street 
in Cairo”’’ on the Midway, he at once went 
to see the original dances |and entertain- 
ments of this sort when he arrived in Cairo, 
Egypt. But he was bitterly disappointed. 
The show wasn’t even improper. He now 
has his revenge on both cities by declaring: 
‘Cairo is the Chicago of the East. It isan 
upstart modern town, scar¢ely a thousand 
years old.”’ :As he stood) in a street of 
Cairo he was aside! by a mahogany 
colored band that was gayly playing the 
Washington; Post March,’’'the oldest coun- 
try in the world poufiding away at the latest 


tune of the newest dne. It was suggestive ~ 


of Pharaoh marching to thé Red Sea to the 
strains of ‘‘ Yankee Doodle,"’ yet Mr. Barr 


| calls his book ‘“‘ The Unchanging East.” 
~__Mr., Barr has undertaken/to write a book 


of travels after the style of Mark Twain's 
“Innocents Abroad” and ‘* Following the 
Equator.” He has succeeded to the extent 
of making a light and readable book, but he 
is not Mark Twain. His humor is interlarded 
with more or less slang, and his frivolity 
sometimes borders on flippancy. On the 
other hand, he is never dull, and some pas- 
sages are thoroughly amusing. Take, for 
instance, this description of an acrobatic 
drummer, who is a member of a staid and 
solemn British military band at Malta: 

All thought of the music was lost as we watched 
this man acting like a windmill in a hurricane 
struck by lichtning. He cros¢ed his arms above 
his head and drummed; he striick at the helpless 
instrument behind his back—firét on one side, then 
on the other, finally on both gides at once. His 
motions, like the flicker of a. whirling firebrand, 
dazzled the eye. He would fling his right arm 
around under his left arm and smite the drum 
that way, while his left arm was creeping around 
the back of his neck and hitting the other disk, 
Thén he would suddenly reverse the performance, 
all the while keeping the most perfect time, the 
great full-moon face of the drum seeming the 
picturé of amazement, never knowing where it 
was going to be hit next. I expected the man 
would tie himself up in a hard ‘knot, and that the 
regiment would have to lay him out on his back in 
the square and unravel him when the performance 
was over. If this man had beén sent up the Nile 
with his drum the dervishes would never have 
stopped running from Omdurman to the equator. 

Mr. Barr gives an amusing description of 
his woes with the silver money of Egypt. 
and he earnestly recommends sending Mr. 
Bryan to the banks of the Nile to learn 


/the workings of a double.standard by per- 


sonal experience. Egypt has two kinds of 
silver coin, both of the same size and name, 


but the one worth only half as much as the. 


other. Mr. Barr says he never failed to be 
cheated to the full extent of the poseibili- 
ties furnished by this double standard ar- 
rangement. 

‘The author’s travels extend through Syria 
and the Holy Land, and include an extended 
and interesting account of how he and four 
other men were captured and imprisoned 
by some thick-headed Turkish soldiers, and 


how these “five men in 4% boat’’ were so 


entangled in Turkish red tape as to require 
a British demand upon the Sultan himself 


at Constantinople to secure their release. 


This voyage of Mr; Barr’s was begun in 
the Manchester ship canal and extended 
along the French and Spanish coasts into 
the Mediterranean. His jokes at the ex- 
pense of the French seem to be rather acri- 


monious at times, as when he says that 


French fear nothing but dahger.’’ He 
has some sarcastic fun over the fact that 
the school books of Spain never admit that 
Gibraltar belongs to the British. Spain, it 
seems, is simply allowing John Bull to oc- 
cupy the rock temporarily, Mr. Barr con- 


tinues: 


It is always pleasant to knqw that if you want 
a thing all you have to do isito go and get it. I 
think it shows a beautiful disposition on the part 
of Britain to spend so much; money in running 
tunnels through the rock of) Gibraltar, and in 
building great docks, when it, knows that at any 
moment Spain may come forward and’*say. polite- 
ly, ‘‘ I'll trouble you for that! bit of roek, if you 


It is 
fortunate for Great Britain that Spain has no

A Good Colonial Romance. 
“From Kingdom to Colony.’’

“From Kingdom to Colony” is at once a 
romance that has the charm of novelty in 
plot and a historical novel of no mean char- 
Its scene is Marblehead, Mass., and 
‘the events narrated are characteristic of 
the time just prior to the revolutionary war 
and of the early years of that conflict. 

In Dorothy Devereux is drawn a character 
about whose plausibility women will differ.. | 
She is 16 years old when the story opens, full 
of life and spirit, maidenly but adventurous, 
and, as a matter of course, beautiful. 
brother John and her best girl friend, Mary 
Broughton, are lovers, and in due time wed. 
At the outset of the reader’s acquaintance 
with these and many more good people of 
Marblehead the little seacoast town is torn 
with rumors that a garrison of redcoats, 
hated by most of them, is to be quartered on 
The redcoats come, and it all 

seems quite natural, when Mary and Dorothy 
are spending an afternoon tn a cave near 

the Devereux homestead, that a young Brit- 
ish officer should come upon them there. 

Kyrle Southorn, the officer, by a misstep, 

falls from the mouth of the cave over a rocky 

ledge and is wounded. Dorothy bandages 
his head, and when he recovers conscious-. 
‘ness it is to find himself gazing into a pair 
} of bright eyes tender with sympathy. This 
is the first meeting of the hero and heroine.

f one may accept Bornier's thesis as cor- 
rect Blanche de Castille kept her admiratien 
for the seigneur poet within platonic bounds. 

The drama is full of stirring scenes, in 
which patuiotic sentiments are boldly ex- 
pressed. Before the piece was put on the 
stage various political groups hinted their 
intentions to manifest, and the Prefect of 
“Police took precautions to prevent any se- 
rious interruptions, but upon the opening 
night the stirring phrases were interpreted 
by each political gréup in its own fashion. 
with the result that the entire audience 
warmly applauded and no one manifested. 

President Loubet honored the author by 
being present and insisted on personally con- 
gratulating him. Mile. Laparcerie, who is 
rapidly coming to the front as the successor 
of Sarah Bernhardt, was the sensation of 
the evening. Since the days of the “ divine 
Sarah's” début at the Odéon no one has 


been capable of uttering the classic verses | 


of the “ répertoire’’—old and new—with 
such grace and perfect diction as LApar- 
cerie. She is simply becoming a great 
artist, and the French public are finding it 
out. It may be said that it takes them a 
long time to discover their own bright lights, 
@s they have an unfortunate tendency of 
ooking backwards, due probably to the age 
of their critics, still masters of public opin-

“Ts it true, dear master, that you have 
written a drama?” asked Ginisty.

could recover his astonishment Ginisty had
